He said the type of trap 
that has been set on his 
property is safe because it 
will catch the animal low 
"where it has a lot of 
leather." No trespassing 
signs have been posted at 
the perimeter of his proper- 
ty to keep passersby out of 
harms way 

Wilms said a new neigh- 
bor, who moved here from 
an area inhabited by

cougars, told him mat she 
had seen the cat. In addition 
to having a background in 
biology, Wilms spent time 
himself in New Mexico 
tracking these big cats in the 
past. 

"Initially, we didn't find 
any tracks," he said. "It was- 
n't until a couple of days 
later, and then I called DNR 
(Department of Natural 
Resources)." 

Tim Schwelzer of the 
Illinois Department of 
Natural Resources said an 
enforcement officer was 
synt to the property. 

"Our best guess is that 
this animal is 3-5 years old 
and weighs 150-160 
pounds," he said. "We 
(Illinois) don't have a wild 
population, so this one

Schwelzer said that to 
legally keep an animal like a 
cougar, one would have to 
have an exhibitors' permit, 
as zoos and circuses have. 

He said, "Illinois has 
Dangerous Animals Act. It's 
always best to leave wild 
animals, and not try to make 
pets out of them."

Rescue Squad is stepping up boat 
safety by offering two free courses 
as well as a list of safety tips. 

"We're emphasizing safety 
throughout the summer months, 
and boating is a logical place to 
start," said Chief Wayne Sobczak. 

The two, two-day classes, 
offered first as a1\rcsday/Thursday 
class on April 27 and 29, and then 
as a 1\icsday/Wcdnesday class on 
May 11-12, arc offered free of 
charge with the course content 
based on the Illinois Department 



of Natural Resource's criteria. Class 
times arc 6- 10 p.m. and will be held 
at the Antioch/Lake Villa Township 
Center at: 1625 Deep Lake Road, 
between Grass Lake Road and 
Route 173. 

Sobczak said there is a mini- 
mum age requirement of 1 1 years 
old, and students must complete 
both evenings of the course. 

Registration is done on a first- 
come, first-served . basis, and can 
be done by calling the Antioch 
Rescue Squad at 847-395-0143. He 
added that those who are interest- 
ed in the course, but unable to 
meet for either of the two classes

Sobczak advised all boat own- 
ers, to perform a complete safety 
inspection of both the craft and 
trailer before hitching up and put- 
ting the boat in the water. 

"A complete safety inspection 

. of your boat should only take two 

hours," he said. "It may mean the 

difference between a trouble-free 

season and disaster." 

He said marine service person- 
nel are available for those who are 
uncomfortable completing the 
check individually. 

The Antioch Rescue Squad's 
safety tips are as follows: 

Inspect thru hull fittings. 
Check for corrosion, rust, defective 



valves, cracked or aging hoses and 
hose clamps. Hoses at or near the 
water line should be double 
clamped. 

Check running gear and out- 
drives. Inspect propellers, shafts 
and bearings. Watch for signs of 
damage, wear and corrosion. 
Inspect control cables for corro- 
sion, cracks or swelling, all indica- 
tions of cables that should be 
replaced. 

Inspect the fuel system, tanks, 
lines, filters, pumps and connec- 
tions. Also check engine, bilge and 
water system hoses and connec- 
tions. 

Check the exhaust system, 
including mufflers, exhaust lines, 
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baffles and clamps. 

Sobczak warned, "Carbon 
monoxide is a silent killer in boat- 
ing." 

Clean and tighten electrical 
connections. Dissimilar metals 
used on connections can create 
corrosion and poor connections 
that can, in turn, arc and create a 
fire and explosion hazard. 

Safety gear, life jackets or per- 
sonal floatation devices, should be 
checked for signs of damage or rot- 
ted fabric or stitching. Flares and 
fire extinguishers should be in 
good working order. 

Horns, lights and other ancil- 
lary equipment should be tested 
and repaired.

"The response 
will be quicker than calling down here 

(Springfield)," he said. 

Leslie Plotrowski, a representative with 
the latter, said that her office is taking all 
calls seriously. 

"There have been sightings in both 
Libertyville and Antioch," she said. "There 
were a number of sightings in Libertyville in 
February, but none in March. Then in mid- 
April, we started getting calls from the 
Antioch area." 

Piotrowski said it's a mystery whether 
mere are one or more of. these large cats roam- 
ing Lake County. She said a true, wild cougar 
hasn't been sighted in Illinois since 1860. 

"We do have bobcats, but they are much 
smaller and only grow to be about 40 
pounds whereas cougars can grow up to 
about 160 pounds," she said. 

Wilms said he does believe there are 
two different cats displaying different char- 
acteristics. 

"I think the cat that has been seen in 
Libertyville is probably healthier because 
it's staying in areas that are more natural 
and hasn't been coming into residential 
areas," he said. "This one, though, I believe 
is more dangerous because it has no fear of 
people and is willing to come closer." 

He said his research of the animal indi- 
cates that most are "very secretive," don't 
bother livestock and don't come within close 
range of human beings. He also said the cats 
tend to travel in circular cycles of territory, 
to prevent permanently chasing prey from 
the area, and he expects he might see the 
cougar in his yard again by April 23-24. 

"The mountain bikers in California were 
just at the wrong place at the wrong time, 
and doing the wrong thing," he said. "It was 
just coincidence, but one got off the bike 
and crouched down very low, which made 
her very small, and it happened to be right 
by a den with cubs." 

The health department has a list of safe- 
ty tips for residents and are as follows: avoid 
walking alone in woody, brushy areas; while 
walking pets, stay in well-lit areas with lots 
of people and avoid going into heavily 
wooded areas; keep cats indoors; do not 
approach a cougar, corner it or run away 
from it; back away from a cougar without , 
turning away; leave it an avenue for escape; 
don't hide or crouch; do all possible to look 
bigger including picking up branches and 
waving mem. 

Piotrowski said, "There may be a prolif- 
eration of both legal and illegal trapping 
caused by cougar sightings. Residents, and 
especially children, are urged to use 
extreme caution when walking, hiking and 
playing." 

She also cautioned that while these big 
cats are primarily active at dawn and dusk, 
they could be out any time of the day or night 

"I like habitat and restoring areas for lots 
of creatures," Wilms said. "I believe mat the 
trend will continue to create more habitat, 
and more wildlife will come back. I believe 
there can be a peaceful coexistence." 

He said, as a side note, that there is 
actually more .to be feared from deer jump- 
ing out of the woods causing vehicle acci- 
dents and injury than threat posed by this 
cougar.

"Illinois is neither wasteful nor high 
spending," he said. M It ranks 43rd from die 
bottom in spending." 

He emphasized that only 6 percent of the 
budget is spent on administration, and said 



mat as a business lawyer he knows this is a 
small percentage. M I don't have any Fortune 
500 companies that operate at 6 percent. Most 
are more likely at 15 percent," Martire said. 

He said the CTBA plan is one mat consid-

He distributed a draft of the legislative 
outline for property tax and school funding 
reform that CTBA favors.

regard to services. The goals ot tnesc meas- 
ures are to eliminate the state's structural 
deficit and increase the foundation level of 
support provided to schools. 

It claims to be able to generate $7.25 bil- 
lion in additional revenue to the state while 
having little impact on taxpayers until reach- 
ing the higher end and most able to afford 
changes. 

Martire said he would like to see school 

funding done as a continuing appropriation, 
or one that would have to be determined by 
formula such as the way pensions are handled 
within the state. He said this would also elim- 
inate the "lottery effect" where for increase 
lottery revenues allows other areas that ente 
the common school fund to be decreased." 



He recommended writing letters for letters to 

the editor on up to legislators and the governor. 

"What we care about at the end of the day 

is providing a rational, responsible way to 
fund schools," Martire said.

BY THE BOOK 



Bcttc's Occanvicw Diner in 
Berkeley, Calif., apparently is the 
place to go for pancakes. If you're 
not in the neighborhood, "The 
Pancake Handbook" (Ten Speed 
Press) by original founders Steve 
Siegclman, Bettc Krocning and 
Sue Conley will do nicely. 

It's a slim volume, offering 
simple recipes and hints for 
preparing what the authors 
describe as "perfect pancakes— 
the kind you'd expect to find 





in your dreams." The sour cream 
cloud cakes, good with syrup or 
berry preserves, are a case in 
point These pancakes arc feath- 
er light, moist and flavorful— a 
real breakfast treat. (The recipe 
as provided serves four but it can 
easily be cut in half.) 

"The Pancake Handbook" 
includes potato latkes, crepes, 
dessert souffle pancakes and a 
wide variety of griddlecakes, 
from cornmcal to buckwheat to 
gingerbread. 







4 eggs 

2 cups sour cream 

2/3 cup all-purpose flour 

In a bowl, beat tho eggs lightly. Blend in the sour cream. In a 
separate bowl, combine the flour, baking powder and salt 
Add the liquid Ingredients to the dry ingredients, stirring Just 
to combine. The batter should be very light and fluffy. 

Heat a lightly oiled griddle or heavy skillet over medium-high 
heat (375 degrees F on an electric griddle). Portion the bat- 
ter by heaping tablespoonfuls onto the hot griddle, spacing 
them apart Cook for 2 to 3 minutes, until bubbles cover the 
surface of the pancakes, and their undersides are lightly 
browned. Gentry turn them over and cook for 1 to 2 minutes 
more, until tho other sides are browned.

Every cuisine has its essential ingredi- 
ents and preparations. The French have 
their mirepoix,' the trinity of onions, celery 
and carrots. Indians have the garam masala 
spice blend to flavor their aromatic curries. 
Asian countries have fermented soybeans. 
These have been exported to many another 
country and cuisine and enjoyed by millions. 

Spain has sofrito, which sadly simmers 
in obscurity, mainly still confined to its 
home country. 

Sofrito is underappreciated abroad in 
much the same way as all of the cooking of 
its native Spain. It's typically a deceptively 
simple mixture of cooked onions and toma- 
toes. It's not a dish in itself. Instead, Spanish 
cooks incorporate it into all manner of dish- 
es from stews to paella, the famous seafood 

and rice dish. 

Sofrito is sometimes cooked a mere 
15-20 minutes. Sometimes it simmers for 
hours. Either way, olive oil is the frying medi- 
um. As the mixture cooks, the onions 
caramelize, extracting their natural sugars. 
The liquid evaporates, thickening the consis- 
tency and concentrating the flavors. 

Early sofritos were mainly olive oil and 
onions. Tomatoes came later, after the dis- 
covery of the New World. Not all call for gar- 
lic, though. And some add green or red bell 
peppers, whole bay leaf — even a sprig of 
thyme. 

Spanish cuisine's unpretentiousness 

and the soulralness embodied by sofrito are 
a lot like Southern foods.

CRITIC'S CHOICE

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With their garish makeup, bulbous red 
noses, floppy shoes, colorful clothing and dis- 
tinctive mannerisms, clowns attract atten- 
tion. Depending on the clowns' shtick, chil- 
dren will be drawn or frightened and adults 
may And themselves amused or bored. 

Many such reactions were in evidence 
during the opening night performance of 
"Slava's Snowshow"at the Chicago Theatre, 

During intermission, when some of the 
entertainers climbed seats amidst the audi- 
ence, a few tremulous younger kids shied 
away. But by the 90-minute show's end, audi- 



ence members— young and old— were on 
their feet applauding, arms flailing to keep 
airborne a number of giant inflated balls and 
huge balloons that exploded from the main 
' stage. 

The dream-like staging of Slava Polunin, a 
highly animated Russian-born clown once 
associated with Cirque du Soleil, is inspired 
and mixed with a touch of magic. There's a 
dark note in the opening scene, where Slava 
appears with a noose around his neck. But the 
mood quickly shifts and the positive prevails. 

Outside the theater, the temperature hov- 
ered in the 70s. Inside, it was a winter won- 
derland of paper snow and howling winds. 
Gobs of the stuff spewed from the heavens (or 



at least from the rafters), creating a powerful 
illusion. 

Slava and a team of some 13-odd fellow 
performers go through a series of routines, 
some more whimsical than others. 

Some of the sight gags work especially 
well, such as when Slava and a companion 
are caught in a small boat in rough waters and 
feverishly wave white flags to try to prevent 
the massive bulk of an oncoming ship from 
crashing into them. 

Another delightful bit involved Slava and a 
coat rack; with one of his arms slung through a 
hanging jacket, it suddenly seemed as if 
another live person had entered the scene. 
Later, at the train station where he was 
patiently waiting, Slava himself turns into the 
train (a feat best seen than explained in print). 

Less engaging was a skit early in the first 
act in which Slava kept switching "voices" by 
using two differently pitched mouthpieces. A 
similar act, minus the vocal apparatus, 
worked better later on when he carried on a 
conversation using two unusual telephones. 

The normally cavernous Chicago Theatre 
space was adapted for this production, with 
seating reduced to an intimate 1,100 from an 
environment normally accommodating 
3,600. 

"Slava's Snowshow" has made the rounds 
in London, Paris, Rome and Sydney. A 
Broadway run in the fall is a possibility.

The spring fishing season and the stocking pro- 
gram, which Includes rainbow trout, have arrived at 
the Lake County Forest Preserves.

Anglers ages 16 and over 
must have an Illinois fishing license. Trout fishermen 
must also have an Illinois inland trout stamp. 
Proceeds from the sale of the stamps help fund the 
stocking program. 

Rainbow Itout 

Lakcwood Forest Preserve near Wauconda is 
now open for rainbow trout fishing, following 
release of 600 pounds of trout in Banana Lake. Most 
of the trout range in size from three-quarters to one 
pound. The trout stocking is an annual spring event 
at Banana Lake. The lake is stocked again each fall as 
part of a put-and-take program at the 3.2-acrc lake. 

Daily catch limit is five. The deepest point in

Its first event of the season is a perfect exam- 
ple. Ravinia will kick it all off with the American pre- 
miere of the first-ever South African Zulu opera, 
"Princess Magogo kaDinuzulu" June 4-6. 

This production's combination of native African 
music and modem style Tits Into our philosophy 
that music has no boundaries," Pullia said. 

It Is also an example of Ravinia looking toward 
the future. 

"We didn't just want to look back," Pullia said, 
of the centennial season. "We wanted to look to the 
future of what music would be." 

1 00 years of tradition 

Ravinia was founded in 1 904 as an amuse- 
ment park with the goal of attracting riders of the 
fledgling Chicago & Milwaukee Electric Railroad. It 
included a baseball diamond, electric fountain, the- 
atre and casino building with dining rooms and a 

dance floor! 

The park soon fell on hard times, and failed In 
1 91 0. A group of determined North Shore residents 
then purchased the park in attempt to bring Ravinia 
back to life. By 1912, the venue had earned a rep- 
utation as America's summer opera capital, and 
ushered in the "Golden Age" opera, 1 91 9-1 931 . 

The golden years ended with the onset of the 
Great Depression, and Ravinia fell silent for five 







years. Then local businessmen once again came to 
the rescue by forming the non-profit Ravinia 
Festival Association to bring the park back. In 1 936, 
Ravinia became the summer home of the Chicago 
Symphony Orchestra, which remains the center- 
piece of the festival today. 

Renovations and additions took place over the 
years starting In 1949, and the musical offerings 

o expand. Ravinia is the oldest outdoor 
in North America, and attracts about 
600,000 listeners during each three-month season. 
Over the years legends such as Louis Armstrong, 
The Ballet Russe, Leonard Bernstein, Dave 
Brubeck, Duke Ellington, Ella Fitzgerald, Janis 
Joplin, George Gershwin, Lucian Pavarottl and 
Frank Zappa have graced Ravinia's stage. 

Pullia believes many of those who come to 
Ravinia as a summer tradition feel a sense of 

Investment In the park. 

J^What's special about Ravinia is people have a 
sense of ownership," Pullia said, pointing out that 
local music-lovers have invested in its 
since the earliest days. 

"People loved the park so much, they used i 
their own money to keep it alive. Now it has evolved 

into a major music Institution," Pullia said. 

Part of Ravinia's magic lies in its location, nes- 
tled in trees of Highland Park. 

"When you come here, It looks like an empty 
driveway," Pullia said. "You would never know that 
something magical is hidden back there, and that's 
part of the charm."

Other centennial-inspired events include the 
auctioning of custom-painted carousel horses that 
will be displayed in the park, an Adler Planetarium 
stargazing program and the Ravinia Channel, to be 
featured on United Airlines. 

"So when you leave Chicago, you still can take 
a bit of us with you," Pullia said. 

Pullia summed up the excitement surrounding 
Ravinia's centennial year. 

"Ifs a real special year for us In so many ways," 
Pullia said. "All eyes are really on us. Ifs very excit- 
ing."

County officials want state leg- 
islators to review a new law that 
allows electioneering within 100 
feet of where people vote. A bill 
created by House Speaker, Michael 
Madigan (D), changed a law that 
disallowed electioneering no closer 
than 100 feet to a polling place 
entrance. 

Voting during die primary elec- 
tions March 16 was chaotic due to 
the new regulations, county offi- 
cials said, and there are concerns 
that the November elections will be 
even worse. 

"A lot of people didn't want to 
be confronted by politicians or peo- 
ple on their behalf as they went into 
vote," said Michael Talbett, (R-Lake 
Zurich), who chairs the Taxation, 
Election & Records Committee. 

That committee recently draft- 
ed a letter sent to state representa- 
tives expressing concerns about die 
new policy. County Board member, 
Judy Martini (R-Antioch) told board 
members Tuesday the law created a 
"circus-type" atmosphere in her 

district 

Throngs of picketers blocked 
children from getting off die school 
bus and into the school, she said. 

"Kids were scared to get off the 
bus," she said. "It was ridiculous. I 
could see where the schools could 
have a problem with this." 

Schools and churches are pri- 




mary locations of voting facilities, 
and county board members are 
worried they won't renew come 
November if faced with the same 
situation. 

"I don't think they realized at 
die time die situation that could be 
created," Martini said of lawmak- 
ers. 

County Clerk Willard Helander, 
admitted there was a problem with 
die new law but said there was 
strong support for it in the House. 

While most of the activity took 
place where contested races were 
held, Helander said that this fall 
would see a stronger influence. 

Helander added that the d 
nal bill allowed electioneering die 
hallways of the schools. 

But swift action from county 
clerks and elections directors 
across the state demanded an 
exception that in schools election- 
eers would be moved to the door if 
they were within a hundred feet 
inside the building. "The same bill 
reiterated that schools must be a 
polling place," Helander said. "It's 
really created a horrible position."

* (SEDOL) was in a search to replace 
John Anderson as superintendent. 

With the possible exception of a winter 
with heavy snowfall, Delp has enjoyed his first 
six months on the job as he gets to know Lake 
County and county schools have a chance to 
learn about him. Delp began his dudes in July 
at the Gages Lake based school cooperative 
for special education students. 

The purpose of the Joint agreement that 
formed SEDOL more than 40 years ago is to 
provide cooperative program planning, 
instructional programs related services and 
professional staff development The student 
population ranges from birth through age 21 
in 36 SEDOL member districts. Delp was an 
assistant superintendent in Sarasota and had 
a background of being a teacher in special 
education classroom. 

"I wanted to be a superintendent and felt 
SEDOL met my professional career goals. Like 
any educator, you like to work with youn 
people and see them progress/' Delp said 

SEDOL helps students who have been 
diagnosed with the some of the following con- 
ditions: autism, a developmental disability sig- 
nificantly affecting verbal and non-verbal 
communication and social interaction; behav- 
ior-emotional disorder, health impaired, 
either temporary or permanent, which inter 
feres with learning and hearing impairment- 
deaf, the child's residual hearing is not suffi- 
cient to enable understanding of the spoken 
word and to develop language; learning dis- 
ability, a disorder in basic psychological 
processes involved in using language, making 
it difficult to think, read, write or spell. Also, 
physical disability, speech-language impair- 
ment, traumatic brain injury and more. 

M Behavior disorder is one area that we are 
growing in. We have seen a decline in in crack 
cocaine babies. 

JftVe go through age 21. We have a transi- 
tional program for our older students, and 
vocational program for ages 18-21. They go 
out to job sites and work a half-day. Then they 
learn life skills, become productive citizens, 
take a job and maintain it and learn the ins 
and outs of bosses and other employees

SEDOL sites and 100 classrooms across the 

county. 

The staffs enUiusiasm can be seen in the 
likes of Hope Goldsmith. She is a five-year 
staffer, her second at Sally Potter School in 
Mundclein. "Working with children is the 
most rewarding job I have ever had," she said. 
Goldsmith sparks up the walls with murals 
done in conjunction with her students. 

Many staffers have been with the district for 
20 years or more. John D. Powers School princi- 
pal Randy Gundcrson is retiring after 25 years. 

"You are always looking for special edu- 
cation teachers. It is a critical shortage. We 
have very low turnover. The people who work 
with SEDOL stay with us. We have about nine 
retiring this year," Delp said. 

State funding is a challenge for all 
schools. "The federal government pays 
$8,0000 per teacher. That was fine when the 
salary was $20,000 a year, but now it is $40- 
50,000. We are trying to get that level 
increased," Delp said. "Funding system for 
special education was established 20 years 
ago, but have not increased the payments 
since that time." 

A long-term strategic plan and seven 
guiding principles lead the SEDOL philoso- 
phy. These include: assessment of students is 
curriculum based, team problem solving; 
staff development; intervention based identi- 
fication; teacher certification and assignment 
accountability and IEPs, individual education 

Tuition, state and federal grants and con- 
tract ural fees make up the SEDOL revenue 
sources. 

"The board has to deal with someone 
new from the outside. We are developing 
more of a customer service format. We are 
becoming more customer oriented with the 
thought of parents and districts becoming 
more of our customers in a cooperative, col- 
laborative mode," Delp said. 

Lake County is divided Into 10 separate 
sections with member districts.

Expanding rails 
fulfilling vision 

Almost 100 years ago, business and civic leaders saw a growing 
Lake County connected by railroads linking established vil- 
lages, byways and future communities. Replacing the horse 
and buggy captured the imagination of early residents who ; . 
eagerly invested in all sorts of railroad ventures. Not unlike the dotcom 
mania of the 1990's, the railroad companies faltered. Many never even 
put down a single length of track. 

Typical of the times, and our favorite historic Lake County railroad, 
was the Palatine, Lake Zurich and Wauconda, the fabled PLZ&W, whose 
single locomotive, "Old Maude" begot local legend. The PLZ&W provid- 
ed freight and passenger service for the southwest part of the county 
until done in by the misfortunes of a blizzard and a trestle fire. Rail lines 
linking Waukegan and the Chain O'Lakes were consigned to bankruptcy 
or pipe dreams. * 

Lake County still was enraptured with rail transportation through the , 
hey days of the Roaring 20s when utility magnet Samuel Insull expanded 
the Chicago and Milwaukee Railway with service along the west shore of 
Lake Michigan, bringing forth the beloved and reliable North Shore Line. 
Insull pushed through a link to Libcrtyville and Mundclein as an exam- 
ple of how electric lines could stimulate the economy and provide cco : 
nomical transportation. 

America's love affair with the automobile eventually quelled rail 
expansion in Lake County and provided the economic downfall of the 
Insull network of clean, safe and economical in terurban electric rail ser- . 
vice that was so advanced that the company established a still standing 
speed record. 

Interest in rail transportation languished until business and civic 
leaders following World War II realized that the Chicago metro area 
could hot provide the money or the space needed for modem highways. 
The formation of the Regional Transportation Authority (UTA) was 
recognition mat government had to get involved to provide financing 
and management for expansion of rail and bus service to counteract the 
huge drain on finances and the environment imposed by the automo- 
bile. 

Ever since the 1970s, far-sighted public leaders and politicians have 
appreciated the need to rum back the clock and re-establish rail net- 
works throughout the county. The movement is inching ever so slowly, 
but there is evidence of more than a trend. Commuter rail is ingrained in 
operations and planning for the future. Opening of die Prairie Crossing 
station in early April at Harris Road and Rte. 137 is an example of how 
rail commuter service is growing in die new century. ' 

The new station opens a new Metra stop on the Fox Lake line and 
gives Libcrtyville three commuter rail stations. Although technically 
located within the boundary of Libcrtyville, the Prairie Crossing station 
is expected to trigger development in the southeast corner of Grayslake 
that will be uniquely tuned to rail commuting. The Metra line crosses 
the North Central line running to Antioch and provides a pure rail con- 
nection to O'Hare International. Grayslake plans condos, retail shops 
and office buildings adjacent to the new rail stop that is destined to 
become a community by itself. 

The railroad promoters of another time clearly could speak the lan- 
guage of today's Lake County leaders. Rail is making a comeback. In fact, 
it's back with force and offers a bright future. Commuter rail offers a 
viable alternative to eating up more valuable open space with ribbons of 
concrete. Only difference will be that today's rail commuters aren't likely 
to forge bonds with the sleek, yet impersonal double-deck Metra cars ■ 
like they did with "Old Maude" and the speedy and sparkling North 
Shore Electro-Liner. '

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Children spend only 20 percent of their wak- 
ing hours in a school. Forty-one percent of 
eighth-graders are home alone ten hours or 
more a week. The hours after school are risky. 

"In Lake County nearly 125,000 school- 
age children live in a home with a single par- 
ent working or both parents working." Shaw 
used a chart to illustrate the number of chil- 
dren involved in violent crime, that represents 
the worst of our fears. The curve peaks 
between 3 and 6 p.m. For every violent act, 
there's someone at the other end of the action 
- the victim. "The levels of violent crime are 
intolerable," Shaw said. "And that's just the 
tip of the iceberg." 

Students involved in after-school activi- 
ties have higher achievements, better atten- 
dance, better behavior and greater expecta- 
tions of the future. They are less likely to com- 
mit crimes, use drugs or be come teen par- 
ents. Their parents are more involved. 

Myra Torres of Prevention First, a premiei 
resource in Illinois and member' of the Latin 
coalition network, told those at the summit 
that after school programs are the heart of 
prevention. 

"Two hundred people present can be the 
model for the state and the country," Torres 
said. "Ordinary people come together and 
make extraordinary things happen," Torres 
said. 



"In one day, they 
have created the network needed to increase 
access to quality after school youth develop- 
ment programs based on each community's 
needs and resources."

This is ringing familiar bells for me. You 
just described me in 7th grade. The bad news 
is she is probably going through some defi- 
nite pain. The good news is, she can come 
out of it and shine if she does the right things. 
I am living proof of that My best friends dur- 
ing 7di grade were Larry, Moe, and Curly and 
Tom and Jerry. I kid you not! It is a complete 
bummer to go to school each day and face 
kids who are so mean to you and not be able 
to give a clever come back. 

Since you didn't give me a lot of detail 
about your daughter's 'packaging,' to go on 
here, I will tell you what I did and whatever 
applies to her, you can use. First, and most 
importantly, I could not jump in the prover- 
bial 'pool' until I was ready to. In other 
words, talk to her about these ideas, but 
don't give her a timeline. Don't force her to 
go in and do mis stuff until she is very ready. 
If it is too fast, it can backfire and guess who 
she will blame? Your best intentions can 
become a hardship if it isn't timed right 
When she is ready, there are 3 primary areas 
that need to be paid attention to. These are 
hair, clothes and comebacks. When I was in 
7th grade, I wasn't very good at even washing 



my hair enough, let alone styling it right. Of 
course back in those days, if you didn't wash 
your hair 3 times a day, you were 'gross/ 1 
will never forget how great that 1st stylish 
haircut was that I got It was like the start of a 
whole new me! Clothing needed to be coordi- 
nated and 'in.' Of course, my clothes were 
never coordinated and were about as 'out' as 
you could get When kids would say mean 
things to me, my 'comeback barometer' 
would not engage until about 3 minutes after 
the comment would have been fresh. It was 
disastrous; 

Now, I have to assume tnat at least some 
of mis is happening to your daughter. 
Usually, those are the areas that tend to make 
a kid shy away from interaction with other 
kids. So, as I said, when she is ready, 
approach her about changing her hair style, 
hygiene habits, and wardrobe, if she is willing 
to. ' 

Comebacks and tilings to say to other 
kids are a little more tricky. My motto is prac- 
tice makes perfect When I would miss a 
comeback, I would think later on about what 
I would have liked to say and then I would 
practice it in my mirror with different looks 
on my face until I got the one I wanted. Then 
I would practice mat over and over again. 
The more comfortable a person is with the 
process of giving clever little quips back to 
comments, the easier it will naturally come 
out. It worked for me rather quickly. Lo and 
behold, I found myself answering back quick- 
ly and efficiently and all of a sudden, these 





kids started to know mat not only was I on 
top of what they were saying, but I could 
deliver the comeback effortlessly. Make sure 
to make clear for your daughter that we are 
not talking here about antagonizing people. 
There is a big difference between a cute, 
clever comeback that will get her respected 
by other kids and an aggressive, antagonistic 
remark. You can also role play situations with 
her. Again, the more practice, the better she 
will be at it 

Also, the above suggestions are to be 
seen as a start Hair, domes and comebacks 
do not make relationships. She needs to take 
a genuine interest in the people she wonts to 
be involved with. There is a general rule of 
thumb when it comes to relationships. ' 
People like it when other people are interest- . 
ed in their interests. If she goes into it wanting 
everyone to like her, she must be interested 
in those other people and their interests. 
Even if those interests are not necessarily her 
taste (this, of course, only applies to legal 
activities!) 

Like anything important, it will take some 
time and work, but it will pay off in confi- 
dence and fun for her. Like I said before, I am 
living proof of the same story. After some 
practice, I grew up to be a Doctor who has 
the confidence to do speaking engagements 
in front of rooms of 100 people and more. If 
someone would have told me in 7th grade, 
that I would be doing that as an adult, I never 
would have believed th6m. Well, here I am. 
Practice works. If done correctly, it can work 

for her too.

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Take care of your 
concrete and it will give

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Internet, and reading. 
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deterioration will allow water to soften the ground underneath and cause more cracking. You 
can typically use concrete caulk for most cracks less than 1/4 inch. Clean out the crack with a 
high pressure hose, let dry, then apply caulk into the crack. For larger cracks you should use 
concrete patch. 

Watch for water. Water sitting on concrete can stain the surface and allow cracks to form 
and mold spores to develop. To prevent water damageand deterioration, make sure there is 
proper drainage near your driveway. 

Use a sealer. It is important that a surface sealer be applied after a new concrete driveway, 
patio or sidewalk is poured. You can check with your ready-mix concrete supplier or contrac- 
tor for sealers, but one of the more popular sealers Is H&C Silicone Acrylic Concrete Sealer. 
These types of sealers are specifically developed to seal and protect exterior and bare concrete 
surfaces by repelling acids, UV rays, oil and gas. Additionally, many of these sealers now come 
In a wide range of decorative colors, so you can personalize your home's exterior while, pro- 
tecting It. "•.-■. 

Recoat regularly. Once you've applied a sealer, remember to re-coat the concrete every 
three to five years to maintain a level of protection for the surface. Harsh climate changes, 
- such as blustery winter weather, can cause sealers to eventually breakdown. 

Clean surface spills. After any type of 'spill of oil or gasoline, be sure to clean the area as 
soon as possible to avoid damage and discoloration. Also, remember not to leave fertilizer, 



leaves or grass clippings on your driveway. They may contain chemicals or enzymes that can 
harm your, concrete surface.' - 

Pon't use deicers on new driveways. Since concrete takes a while to reach its maximum 
strength, if your driveway was poured less than one year ago, don,' t use a delcer. While some 
deicers, such as salt, do not chemically react with the concrete, they do increase the number 
of freeze/ thaw cycles. This has the potential of damaging the concrete until it -has reached Its 
maximum strength (after one year). 

Avoid deicers with ammonium nitrate or ammonium sulfate. These chemicals are often 
packaged and sold as deicers, but they will rapidly disintegrate concrete. Under usual condi- 
tions, deicers that contain sodium chloride (common salt) "or calcium chloride may be used

Cougar alert issued for 




Over the past several months/dozens of people 
have reported sightings of a- cougar and .cougar 
tracks in central and northern Lake County. Most of 
the sightings have been in the Antiochvand 
Libertyville areas. While the Lake County Health 
Department/Community Health Center cannot 
confirm the animal's existence, it is taking the sight- 
ings seriously and is concerned about public safety. 

Mountain lions are long, slender cats with a 
smallish head and noticeably long tail. Their body 
length is 3-4 feet and they have a tail of 2.5-3 feet in 
length. Their color is light, tawny brown, which can 
be perceived as gray or darker depending on light 
conditions. They can grow to 160 pounds. Tliey are 
primarily active at dawn and dusk, but can, be. 
active at any time of the day or night 
Following are some tips to maximize safety, partic- 
ularly for residents of Antioch and Libertyville: 

• Avoid walking alone in woody, brushy areas." 

•While walking your dog, stay in well-lit places 
where there are lots of people about. Do not go into

heavily wooded areas with your dog. 

• Keep your cats indoors. 

• If you come in contact with a cougar, do not 
approach it. Cougars will normally avoid. a con- 
'frontation but they are extremely* unpredictable 
and quick in their movements, always give the 
cougar an avenue for.escape; don" corner die ani- 
mal. Do not run. That' will trigger an instinctive 
attack.- Simply back away without turning your 
back on the animal. Do all you can to look bigger. 
Don't hide or crouch ; down. Pick up and waye 
branches around. * . 

• There maybe a proliferation of both' legal and 
illegal trapping caused by cougar sightings. 
Residents, and especially children, are,urged to use 
extreme caution when walking, hiking and playing.

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onds have become a popular addition to home landscaping in recent years. Available in 
various sizes and shapes, ponds create a unique focal point for any yard. Once your pond 
is built, the entire family can enjoy new aquatic and bog plant life and fish. Future addi- 
tions such as fountains, cascades, or waterfalls can enhance die project in years to coma 
Here are die basics for adding a pond to your yard. 

Step 1. OuUine; Remove Sod: Locate pond in a level area, preferably 
at die lowest point in the yard and with mixed sun and shade. Use a garden hose or 
rope to outline the perimeter of your pond. Remove and save any sod from the 

pond area. 

Step 2. Excavate: If using a hard-shell liner, dig out die center to full depth 
and then slope sides. Widi a rubber or reinforced PVC flexible liner, many people 
create a shelf for plants around die perimeter of die pond. If you choose to do 
this, excavate the endre area to plant-shelf depth (typically six to 12 inches) then 
dig deeper ( 1 8 to 24 inches) in die remaining area. Before you excavate, be sure to 
check die area for buried water or electrical lines, lb be safe, contact "Call Before *%! 
You Dig," nadonwidc at 1-800-922-4455. 

Step 3. Level and Smooth Area: Remove all rocks and roots. line the leveled hori- 
zontal surfaces with an inch or two of wet sand. If using a flexible liner, also cushion die walls 
widi long-lasting polyester lining. 

Step 4. Install Linen Drop in hard-shell liner, or drape sun-warmed rubber liner into the hole 
so it overlaps at least a foot on all sides, and weight die edges with large stones. As you fill the hard 
shell with water, backfill widi sand between the shell and die earth. As you fill the liner with water, 
smooth out large wrinkles in a fabric liner and trim off excess for a four to six inch overlap. Use cut- 
offs of rubber liner for extra padding under rocks or pots that are set on the plant shelf at die pond 
perimeter. 

Step 5. Landscape the Edge: lb disguise die hard edge of a shell or to cover die exposed liner 
overlap, landscape the perimeter widi stones and plantings. For a formal edging, called coping, set 
paving stones in a bed of mortar (three parts sand and one part cement). For a natural look, set 
stones on plant shelves and overlap; cover die overiap with gravel and mulch for plants or soil for 
sod. 

Make sure stones arc firmly set and won't shift if stood on. Do not lay stones atop the edge of a 
hard-shell liner. They may crack it. 

Incorporate two kinds of pipes one electrical and one water • in any coping or stone edging, in 
case you want to add a pump for a fountain or water source at a future date. 

Step 6. Plant and Stock Pond: Visit your local library to research how to populate your pond

Consider stocking your backyard pond widi nadve fish. They are fun to watch and 
help keep die pond free of unwanted insects. Most small ponds will warm up quickly 
in the summer, so make sure you stock widi fish that can tolerate elevated tempera- 
tures. You'll also need scavengers, such as aquatic snails and tadpoles, to help con- 
trol algae. In cold climates, a heater may be necessary for fish to survive die winter. 
/ However, this uses a significant amount of electricity and, in most cases, probably is 
not justified. A better option may be to set up an indoor aquarium in which to over- 
winter fish and plants.

Maintenance 

Algae is a common problem in many newly established ponds. The water often becomes an unsight- 
ly green after a few days. While your first instinct is to dram me pond and start c^rer, this ordy prolog 
problem. Once a pond is "balanced, " algae usually are kept at an acceptable leveL A balanced pond is 
one in which the nutrients are at the appropriate level for die plants present Excess nutrients and light 
are needed for algae. Reducing the nutrients and decreasing the amount of light entering the water will 
help reduce algae. Floating plants or those with broad leaves such as water lilies will help reduce the 
amount of light available for algae and compete for available nutrients. Scavengers such as snails will 
help dean up wastes from die bottom of the pond. 

Pond filters can help reduce algae, but require maintenance. Filters need to be cleaned fre- 
quently if algae Is a problem. Chemicals can also be used to control algae. Use cautiously as they 
can be toxic to odier plants and aquatic life. The need for algaecides should decrease as plants 
become established. 

Excessive plant growth, especially of free-floating plants, may be a problem. Periodically skim 
off excess growth of duckweed, water lettuce, and other floating plants. Monthly, prune dying plant 
material Clean out some of die decaying plant material that has accumulated in the bottom of the 
pond in die spring. Remember, a natural pond is not a swimming pool and too much cleaning can 
do more harm man good.

addition, detached garage, storage shed, decks, 
pools, fences, etc., the Lake County Department of 
Planning, Building and Development requires a 
building permit. Make sure to have all the essential 
information when you apply for a permit. 

Items needed at the time of permit 
application: 

1 . The legal description of die property: pin number 
(Property Identification Number). 

2. Two (2) complete sets of building plans. 

3. Health Department approval on die location and sizes 
' of die septic field and well. 

4. Three (3) plot plans showing the location and setbacks 
of all structures, proposed and existing. 

5. Name, address and telephone number of all contrac- 
tors, and/or persons responsible for me design and installadon of materials. 

6. Proof of payment for all connections to existing water and sewer facilities. Excepdon: 
When a letter is submitted from die utility firm stadng they have no objecdon to die issuing of a 
permit prior to die fee being paid. 

7. All building permit fees are paid at the time of applicadon. Permit fees are based on cubic 
and square footage plus flat fees for building utilities (electric, heat, AC, plumbing'fixturcs, etc.) 

8. All trusses (floor or roof) shall have die following minimum design requirements stated . 
on the truss diagram: 

a. Live load of die top cord shall be 30 p.s.f. 

b. Size and material of each truss member. ' 

c Statement on die truss certificate diat states "The design hereon was made under my 
direct supervision and conforms to die Building Code of Lake County, IL." The truss certificate 
shall be signed and sealed by a Registered Structural Engineer, Professional Engineer or 
Architect, registered in die State of Illinois. This certificate must have an original stamp and sig- 
nature. (No photocopies). 




Items checked at the time of permit 
application: 



1. The property is a legal, recorded parcel. . 

2. Off street parking meets die Unified Development 
Ordinance requirements. 

3. If public water or sewer is available within 250 
feet of the property, It must connect to that system. 

4. The proposed use is permitted by the Unified 
Development Ordinance. 

5. Each lot shall have direct access to an improved and 
approved street. 

6. A State of Illinois license number is required for 
plumbing and/or roofing contractors for building permit 
applicadon. 

7. Whether a building code and/or zoning violation (red 
tag) exists on die property. 



Items determined by the counter staff at the 
time of permit application 

1. Review by die Environmental Control Division. 

2. A Site Development permit may be required for earthwork, filling, etc. If a Site 
Development permit is required three additional site plans shall be submitted. If the project 
is proposed in floodplain three additional site plans and'one set of building plans shall be 
submitted. 

3. Stormwater detendon may be required. 

4. Site capacity review and approval may be required.

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ncc you have decided you can no 

longer live without a deck in your 

backyard, your first step is to start 

the planning process. The planning 
process is simple, fun, and can he done in a rela- 
tively short period of time. Whether you plan on 
hiring a contractor or building the deck yourself, 
the planning process will help you determine 
exactly what you want and what deck features you 
can use most effectively. All you need arc some 
simple drawing tools and a good Idea of how you 
want to use your new deck. 

As any architect will tell you, die best way to 
plan the construction of any building, object or 
space is to follow these basic steps: Create a pro- 
ject program which will include all desired ele- 
ments and uses; understand and sketch your 
exisiling conditions; develop a schematic design diagram based on your requirements showing 
program elements; develop the design into an actual sketch or plan using correct dimensions 
and scale; create a construction document to build from including structure and materials. 

if you plan on hiring a contractor, they will develop the construction document based on 
your design. If you plan to build die deck, you will need to determine specific structural infor- 
mation to complete the construction document. 

Create a project program 

1. Write down all the things that you want to do with your deck and prioritize them. Some 
examples; Will you be cooking on the deck - how big is your grill? 

2* Or will you have a dive platform into the pool? Why not a bench to dry ofi? Will you be 
eating dinner on the deck? How big is the table and how many chairs do you have? Account for 
room to scoot and the number of people that might use this deck at one time. How about parties? 

3. You will need to have steps for easy access to the yard or garage, so account for those as 
well. Also think about if you want your deck in the shade or sun, and where trellises or existing 

trees arc located. 

4. Do you want a Jacuzzi? If not now, you might in three years. Once you have a rough idea 

of how many people will use the deck, how you will furnish it and what built-in features you want, 
you arc ready to start skctcliing. 

5. Using your tape measure and graph paper, measure and sketch the atrttcture and adja- 
cent landmarks that your deck will be attached to and be surrounded by. This is really easier than 
it sounds. Use a ruler or straight edge and make a simple diagram (bird's eye view) of the sur- 
rounding structures and landmarks mat are close enough to be relevant including driveways and 
landscaping. Be sure to measure the distances between these objects and draw them correcdy. 

a. . Each square on your 1/4" graph paper can represent one foot. If your structure will not 
fit on one length of paper, either tape two pages together or have each square represent two feet 

b. Be sure to show door and window locations on adjacent structures. This has an obvious 
impact on access and sight lines. 

c. Shade, sunlight and wind protection can be important factors when designing outside 
space. Adjacent trees should be shown on the plan. Show both the trunk and the "drip line" 
which designates is the outside edge of the branches above. 

0. Create a schematic design (Figure six & seven) / 

Once you have the existing conditions correcdy drawn to scale, your sketch will help you 
make some initial decisions about deck size and constraints. The yard, driveway, house and land- 
scaping will act as important elements in your design. 

' Make several copies of your sketch showing existing conditions and use this as a template for 
the planning process. You'll go through a few of these before you arc done. 

b. Begin c'reaUng cartoon like diagrams of the different functions and elements on your 
template. Show all desired elements in your initial sketches including picnic table(s), barbecue 
grill, benches, railings and steps. 

c. . If you are brainstorming multiple design options, let your imagination go to work and 
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draw as many ideas as you can. 

Sometimes your best design doesn't appear until your 3rd or 4th version. 

7. Develop your design (Figure eight) . 

Once you have established a design diagram or deck shape you like, a final draft with correct 
dimensions needs to be drawn. You will now need to consider a third dimension. Access to the 
deck from the yard or building is seldom from the same level (or. elevation as we say in the busi- 
ness)* v 

a. Your first step is to layout to scale the shape of your deck. Do this on your template 

using the 1/4" squares. 

b. Measure the vertical distance from the building access (or highest point) to the ground 

access (or lowest point). This 1 dimension divided by 6" will give the approximate number of steps 

required on your deck. 

c. Place the steps at desired locations making the run (or tread) approximately 12" or any 
length you desire. Remember that you can place steps on the edge or middle of your deck. 

d. Indicate railings and benches along the perimeters. Railings should be used wherever 
the deck exceeds 18" in height off the ground. 

A construction drawing has many purposes. It acts as a guide showing you how to build your 
deck. It helps you order die correct materials for the project Depending on your city of municipal- 
ity, you may also be required to submit these drawings for a construction permit. Many municipal- 
ities require die following items be submitted before they will grant you a building permit: 

a. A photo of the part of the ho use you are attaching too. 

b. A site plan of die lot showing all structures including drives with the deck indicated. 

c. An enlarged floor plan of the new deck- 

d. An elevation of the deck and attached structure. (An elevation is a drawing of the side 
or face of die structure). 

e. There is usually a small examination fee to be submitted with your application, A con- 
struction drawing typically consists of what is required to actually construct your structure. It 
should indicate actual dimensions and materials. Think about what size.of each element you will 
use. Think about how much concrete to set your support posts. How many galvanized nails you'll 
need. An effective construction plan has a COMPLETE material list. If you hire a contractor, he is 
responsible for the permit and providing the city witii whatever is required. Be sure to attach your 
final planning sketch to your written agreement with your contractor. You want to make sure he 
builds exactly what you've designed.— Courtesy ofwww.easy2diy.com

This feature can save you money 
by turning down the heat when it Isnt needed. 



During die day a typical setting is up to 80 or 82 degrees 
for die hours you typically are out of the home at work, then 
set it to switch on to "pre-cool" die home — at about 76 
degrees — about an hour before you typically arrive home. 
However, if someone is home most of die day, then this may 

bo impractical from a comfort standpoint In tills caso tlio tws- 

ommended setting Is 76 or 78 degrees. You should be able to 
set your A/C temperature to a warmer level, if tlierc are ceiling 

fans in use. 

If you home has a heat pump for cooling instead of 
an air-conditioner/furnace system, it is usually recom- 
mended to leave the A/C setting constant like at 76 or 78 
degrees. 

Hot water: 

Check to be sure your hot water heater is properly insulat- 
ed. If the tank surface feels warm to die touch, wrap it with 
additional insulation, available cheaply at most hardware 
stores. 

Make sure you do not block air into gas fired water 
heaters, and never wrap them with combustible materials like 
old blankets or quilts that could catch fire. 

Solar water heating is making a big comeback. Look for 
systems with a five year warranty, now costing under $3,000. 
Some states offer or arc renewing their tax credits, and solar 
hot water is a valid measure if you get a "Home Energy Rating' 
and use it to validate an "Energy Efficiency Mortgage" or refi- 
nance loan.

rees arc a basic element for any landscape plan. They 
set the stage for the entire home grounds design. The 
type used and their location determine to a great 
extent what other plantings are appropriate. 

Trees are the most permanent plants we grow. 

Many will live and enhance the landscape for 100 or 

more years if they arc given a chance. Because of the perma- 
nency of trees and their importance in die landscape, care must 
be taken to select the best species for each situation. The wrong 
tree or one planted in the wrong spot can actually detract from 
the overall landscape. Five to 10 yearn of precious tree growing 
time may be lost before the mistake is realized 

No species or variety of tree is sufficiendy superior to be 
called "best" without some qualifications. However, there are 
many excellent varieties. Choosing a variety witii the character- 
istics that will provide the greatest satisfaction in a given situa- 
tion requires careful consideration.

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Most homeowners make the mistake of deciding what kind 
of tree tiiey want and tiien trying to fit It into their landscape. A 
more positive approach is to decide where a tree is needed and 
what that tree should do in the landscape. After the desired type 
of tree has been determined, then it is much easier to select a 
species to fulfill these requirements. 

Avoid trees that arc susceptible to storm damage, ones that arc 
hosts to destructive insect and disease pests and Uiose mat pro- . 
duce an over abundance of objectionable seed or fruit The choice 
will generally depend on existing conditions at the planting site. 
These include room for top and root growth, soil type, subsurface 
drainage and kind of plants you want to grow under the tree. 

A tree is a long-term investment Therefore, start with a high- 
quality plant Trees 8-10 feet tall, either balled and buriapped or 
growing in containers, arc usually the best buy. Species that arc 
difficult to transplant may be more easily established if you start 
with smaller sizes. A reputable dealer will usually help select the 

tree and will guarantee it to be 

alive and healthy. 

Tree species described 
here arc die ones most com- 
monly available in retail nurs- 
eries and garden centers 
Some species have been 
included on the list because 
they arc commonly available 
even though they are not rec- 
ommended for general land- 
scape planting.

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hy Prune? Pruning your outdoor and indoor plants is one of the best tilings you 
can do for them. Pruning removes death and disease, increases air circulation and 
ensures sunlight reaches every branch and stem. 
It is the oldest and easiest way to control the size, growth, beauty and health of your plants , 
and to renew or increase their production. This is because plants try to maintain a certain ratio 
of root to shoot — so pruning encourages growth because it causes the plant to enthusiasUcally 
work towards reinstating its size ratio. 

If you're not sure about when to prune, what tool you should use, what to prune, and where 
on the plant to prune, the crash'course in pruning basics below will bring you up to speed on how 
to care for all your plants. And, if you make a few mistakes while pruning, don't fret, Most shrubs 
and trees have so many new shoots growing that they are always ready to renew themselves! 

• When: In general, it is best to prune in die plant's dormant period, which is usually in the 
late winter, but pruning should always be done year-round as needed. Prune spring-flowering 
shrubs right after they finish blooming. If you prune them before they bloom, you'll remove 
potential flowers. Prune summer and fall-flowering shrubs from late fall until just before they 
show new growth in the spring. Roses should be pruned in die late winter or early spring just as 

the buds appear. 

If you prune too early, you'll cause growth to be vulnerable to frost damage, while pruning 
too late will waste the energy the plant has already put into making the buds and leaves you are 
removing. Deciduous trees should be pruned after their dormant stage, before they bloom. 
Evergreen trees should be pruned just before growth starts, in the spring. 

• How: Choosing the right tool makes the job easier and ensures minimum healing time for 
die plant. Use the following tools accordingly: 

• Loppers are for cutdng old stems to die ground or to snip offstubborn, larger branches and 
any branch up to two inches in diameter 

. • A pruning saw should be used if a stem is larger than two inches 

• Use a tree pruner on hard-to-reach tree branches

Make sure your pruning tools are still sharp before beginning. Using a dull blade will make 
the task take a lot longer and could end up doing damage to your plants. If your tools are dull 
and/or rusted, it might be a good time to invest in some new tools. 

• Also make sure the tool is comfortable in your hand. Using a tool incorrectly or one that is 
sized wrong for your hand can cause hand fatigue, and if you've got a whole yard of pruning to 
do, that's not an option. . • 

When purchasing a pruning tool, make sure it fits well in your hand. Older tools were 
typically not made with much thought to the true hand size of the average gardener, 
which today is often a woman. Fortunately, newer designs have become more propor- 
tionate. 

Although the hand grips are smaller to accommodate smaller hand spans, the blades still pro- 
vide a full-size cut. The lopper in the line is actually small enough that it can be used in lieu of a 
pruner, for people who lack die strength and need to cut with two hands. All the tools feature soft 
textured grips and a non-stick coating on die blades to facilitate easier cutting. 

No matter what pruning tool you're using, always sterilize it before use. To do so, mix 1 and a 
half cups of bleach with 2 gallons of water. Dip the pruning tools or saw into this solution before 
starting each cut. When finished with a job, dry the tools off and add a few drops of oil to the blade 
and joints to extend.Uie life of your pruning tools. 

• What: The first thing to remove is diseased, dead or broken branches whenever you see 
mem. A good rule of tiiumb is to cut back approximately one foot into the healthy wood on 
shrubs and trees — which is noticeable by a fresh, light color. Cut off broken branches cleanly 
instead of ripping them to reduce the wound's surface area in order to promote more rapid heal- 
ing. Remove any tall or unruly branches mat look out of place so shrubs, trees and hedges retain 
an attractive shape. If you're pruning a young shrub (one or two years old), remove seed heads 
mat remain after a flower has bloomed in order to give the shrub more energy to make new flower 
buds. You can do this easily wiUi your fingers by snapping die developing seed head. 

With roses, prune dead wood and anyUiing diseased or frost-damaged. Prune in the living 
cane, which is noticeable by the green color and creamy white inside. Unpruned roses will over- 
grow and not produce many flowers. 

On trees, any. branches that cross over another- can cause potential damage by rubbing 
against each other. These.should be pruned to remove this threat. Also prune inward-growing 
brandies and get rid of water sprouts — those straight, rapidly growing vertical branches — 
because they prevent light from reaching the interior of the tree. Lastly, cut off "suckers" (canes 
sprouting directly from the roots of the tree). . 

Evergreens don't require much pruning, so don't cut back further than the green growth into 
the brown twigs, which cannot produce growth.. 

• Where: Always prune a stem in die direction you wish for it to grow. The way that you cut 
- a stem determines the direction new growth will take. Don't cut too far away.or too close to a bud. 

Make your cut just above a bud that's facing the direction where you'd like new growtii and oh a 
slight angle to ensure the healthiest growth...

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Perennials vs. annuals 

in the 






o you like flowers, want more color in your garden, but don't have time to study what 
to plant in depth? You keep hearing the same words around flowers and in nurseries: 
pcrrcnial, annual. What do they mean, and what on earth should you plant? 

An annual plant is a plant which blooms only once, during its annual cycle. Spring 
annuals flower in spring, summer annuals in summer, etc. If you plant petunias by the 
garden 'gate and they blossom in May and you want them there again next May, you'll 
have to replant. Except for a possible stray survivor that may come up next year, those particu- 
lar plants are finished with their job by your garden gate. 

Biennials, on the other hand, arc perennials which only bloom in the second year of their 
life and Uien some. 

Perennial plants, on the other hand, come up over and over again, year after year, as long as 
conditions for their blooming remain beneficial. If you plant cone flowers by the garage this 
year, they will bloom in season, die out during the winter, then come up next year, and the next, 
to bloom again. 

So why would you choose annuals if they require more replanting? What are the benefits of 
annuals? What are the possible drawbacks of perennials, and which plants arc which? 

First, since annuals'like petunias, marigolds and impatiens arc born, grow, bloom and die 
in one season, it seems clear that t hey arc more labor intensive man plants mat continue 
blooming over time. One benefit of using annuals in the garden, however, is ease of availability. 
Sucli plants are big favorites of commercial growers, and appear in the spring in a large variety 
of colors and types, such as double or single flowers, low or medium height plants, and a multi- 
tude of colors. Since they arc often already in bloom when they are purchased, the gardener can 
easily visualize the appearance of the garden widi their addition. 

Many annuals continue to bloom and grow all through their season. They can be clipped, 
their spent blossoms removed, and new blossoms will form, making for long lasting color and 
texture in the garden. In addition, annuals are inexpensive to produce and obtain. If some of 
the annuals purchased fail to thrive, they can be ripped out and more annuals replanted. When 
a bare spot in die garden suddenly appears it" a simple matter to buy an annual plant or two 

and fill in with Uiem until more permanent plans are possible. _ 

Generally speaking, annuals are extremely versatile in the garden, usually bright and outgo- 
ing flowers, and predictable in habit. If you grew impaUens before, you pretty much know how 
they'll grow again. They are also fairly easy to start from seed yourself, without waiting for an 

extensive unci undcpondablo germination or growing time. 

Doth annuals and perennials come In differently branching habits — some may contain 

clusters of small flowers, others, a single, flat or conical blossom on a stem. All perennials, how- 
ever, are sometimes difficult to germinate. Their germination times are usually longer, and 
somewhat uneven. Perennial seedlings are usually extremely small, thin stemmed and delicate, 
except for die hardiest of varieties. Tills makes mem hard to start in the home greenhouse. 

If a perennial plant docs not make it in die garden and needs to be replaced, it's often next 
to impossible to find the species, color and size you're looking for in nurseries. In general, 
perennial flowers are also not as vivid as annuals, although the sweet news is mat they will 
return to bloom again and again in future years. Some colors come up short in perennials; 
admittedly mere are fewer flowers in bright red shades, more in subtle and pale colors like pink, 
mauve, lilac, white and peach. 

While perennials are not always clip-and-come-again flowers, and sometimes have a short- 
er blooming season than most annuals, their heights are more variable than annuals; mere are 
tiny, low growing perennials, medium height perennials and very tall perennials. Annuals, on 
the other hand, do not seem to come in such varying lengths— they tend toward mid-size flow- 
ers, but here are some in varying heights which are among die more popular annuals. 

If you are new to gardening, it might be wise to start widi annuals placed in your garden 
where you think tiiey may work, taller flowers at die rear of the border or area, mid-sized ones 
in front of diem, and finally, low-growers at the front. Study the garden in bloom, and decide 
where you want different color and form in die years to come. Begin to invest in me planting of 
perennials for height, subtle color, and variety. 

Even when you have a nicely blooming perennial garden, you still may want a spot for a 
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splash of color, different each year, for which annuals may fill the bill. In other words, don't rush 
in with perennials— they're expensive, long-lasting but you may tire of diem year after year. On 
die other hand, planting tens or hundreds of annuals every year can be exhausting— and
